Washington, Fob. 5.— The strength­ 
ening of President T a ft’s chances for 
renomination and the aggressive atti­ 
tude assumed by the president in his 
speeches iii Ohio, which has inspired 
his organization with a fighting spirit, 
has created a critical situation in na­ 
tional Republican politics. 
One of the results that is expected 
to 
flow 
from this condition is the 
“ smoking out” of Colonel Roosevelt. 
It is admitted by his friends that he 
cannot longer remain in a doubtful at­ 
titude. 
He must either by written word or 
Riga let it be known that he is willing 
to lead the opposition to President 
T aft’s renomination or stand aside and 
let some other man lead and if Colonel 
Roosevelt does put aside the leader­ 
ship of the anti-Taft movement it is 
expected that Senator Cummins will 
take It up. 
The senator from Iowa is 
already in the field with the prospect 
of procuring all or nearly all of the 
iowa delegation. 
A canvass of the progressives in con­ 
gress revealed the fact that some of 
the former supporters of La Follette 
are turning to Cummin*. 
Many of 
them 
would 
lie 
willing to 
turn 
to 
Roosevelt if they felt certain that he 
would maki the fight and continue in 
it up until the convention meets. 
Senator La Follette, it was learned. 
is not in as serious a condition as 
some of his friends feared when they 
gathered at the progressive headquar­ 
ters and issued a bulletin. 
The sena­ 
tor, with other members of his fam­ 
ily, spent most of the day at Pro vi­ 
dence hospital at the bedside of his 
daughter 
Mary, 
thirteen 
years old, 
who is recovering from an operation. 


La Follette Is Worn Out. 


The fact is not denied that Senator 
La Follette 
is 
thoroughly worn out 
physically and in no condition to con­ 
tinue the political activity that he has 
been engaged in for several weeks. 
H is physician has assured the fam ily 
that his recovery will come with a few 
weeks’ rest from his arduous work 
and it is understood that the senator 
has consented to accept the doctor's 
a^yjce and take the rest. 
The 
progressive 
Republicans 
in 
Washington are generally very much 
depressed. 
They concede that if the 
renomination of President Taft is to 
be prevented something must be done 
at once and a national organization 
formed with authority centralized in 
W ashington or in some other political 
center with a national chairman and 
his staff. 
No steps have been taken 
yet to form such an organization, but 
it is likely that this matter will be de­ 
cided within ten days. 
Ixieal 
organizations

Roosevelt are forming in many places 
but each is proceeding under its own 
steam and there is a lack of central­ 
ized leadership or a directing head. 
The pilgrimages to Colonel Roosevelt 
continue.

colonel at the Outlook office or else­ 
where In New York and getting away

It is significant that none of these 
men has come away with any other 
Impression than that Colonel Roose­ 
velt was ready to accept the nomina­ 
tion if his friends could deliver it to 
him in the proper way.

FINE HELENA HOTEL BURNS 


Dowager Empress of China Issues Im ­ 
portant Edict. 


Peking. Feb. 5.— The empress dow* 
ager issued an edict instructing Pre­ 
mier Yuan Shi K ai to establish a re­ 
public in co-operation with the South­ 
ern republicans. 
The edict has not 
yet been published and it is expected 
that it w ill be kept more or less se­ 
cret so far as the public is concerned 
until arrangements in the South have 
been completed. 
Yuan Sh! K ai is now endeavoring to 
persuade the Nanking government to 
hand over the control of affairs to en­ 
able him to carry on the adm inistra­ 
tion* of the whole empire until the na­ 
tional convention appoints a perma­ 
nent government and adopts a consti­ 
tution. 


GOETHALS FOR CANAL TOLLS 


Builder of Panama 
W aterway* Op­ 
poses Free Shipping. 


New York, Feb. 5.— Colonel George 
W . Goethals, chief engineer in charge 
of the building of the Panama canal 
and chairman of the isthmian canal 
commission, who arrived here on the 
steamer 
Cristobal 
from 
Colon, 
re­ 
iterated his belief that the canal would 
be opened Jan. I, 1915. 
Colonel Goethals said he was in fa­ 
vor of tolls for shipping through the 
canal and intimated that he would 
bring this m atter to the attention of 
the president. 
He went at once to 
W ashington. 


Niagara Falls, N. Y., Feb. 5 — The 
great ice bridge that has choked the 
river channel between 
the cataract 
and the upper bridge below the falls 
for the last three weeks broke just at 
noon and went down the river, taking 
with it to their death a man and wo­ 
man believed to be Mr. and Mrs. E l­ 
dridge Stanton of Toronto, and Bu r­ 
rell Heacock, seventeen years old, of 
Cleveland, O. Four other persons were 
on the ice at the time, but managed to 
get ashore in safety. 
The bridge was considered perfect­ 
ly safe. 
For weeks the great fields of 
ice had been coining down the river, 
piling up against the barrier until it 
was from sixty to eighty feet thick, 
and under the influence of zero weath­ 
er the great mass had become firmly 
anchored to the shore. 
The jam in 
some places was a quarter of a mile 
in breadth. 
For two weeks it had offered safe 
passage to the hardy and an immense 
crowd of excursionists came to view 
the winter wonder of the river. 
Had 
the accident happened an hour later 
in the day hundreds would have lost 
their lives, for the crowd was moving 
into Prospect park in the elevators 
that run down the cliff for the purpose 
of venturing out upon the ice.

It was with difficulty that several per­ 
son* who were asleep in the building 
were rescued. 
The hotel was owned by Henry S. 
Barth of this city. 
The estimated loss 
is $125,000.

one of the leading hotels of the state.

Tabriz, Persia, Feb. 5.— A Russian 
officer and fifteen men belonging to 
the Russian guard stationed here w’ere 
killed and seven other soldiers were 
wounded by the explosion of a shell 
which a Persian citizen was delivering 
at the citadel in pursuance of the re­ 
cent order that the inhabitants of the 
city were to surrender all arms and 
ammunition in their possession.

Three new national bird reservations 
have been created recently and placed 
under the charge of the agricultural 
department. 
Tw o are known as the 
H azy Island and the Forester Island 
reserves, located on Islands in the Ton- 
gass national forest. In southern Alas­ 
ka. 
They have been set aside for the 
breeding ground of the rhinocerous 
auklet. 
The third is In Nebraska, on the site 
of the recently abandoned ground of 
old Fo rt Niobrara, not far from the 
South Dakota line. 
It contains about 
14,000 acres in the heart of the prairie 
chicken country and w ill furnish a 
refuge for this fast disappearing game. 


Panama Canal Machinery. 


Senator Fletcher of Florida, presi­ 
dent of the southern commercial con­ 
gress. has called a meeting at Nash­ 
ville. Tenn., of the men interested in 
tho w aterw ay movement, at which he 
w ill urge that the millions of dollars’ 
worth of high class machinery and 
equipment soon to lie put out of use 
on the Panama canal be purchased for 
the development of the inland w ater­ 
w ays of the country.

of the river, have lain there unable to 
move from their harbor. The warming 
sun of the last few' days did its work 
upon the ice and the oystermen looked 
forward to work within a few days.

Sweeping 
across the broad stream at the en­ 
trance to the Choptank a nasty sea 
began making inroads upon the Ice 
floe. 
W ith cracking reports as an ac­ 
companiment the ice Jam started to 
move, carrying with it the boats which 
had taken refuge off the little Island 
Through the dark hours the crews of 
the vessels fought against the cakes 
as they brok

1891, caused the 
Des Moines river to rise, and the rush 
of the water was so terrific that eleven

twenty-one of the railroad 
! bridges and trestles were swept away. 
Miss Shelly was arguing with lier 
j mother for permission to go out in 
I search of her father when they heard 
a crash. 
Looking out, they saw that 
a helper engine had fallen through a 
I trestle close to their home and was 
I buried in the bayou beneath. 
Grasping a lantern, the girl ran to 
i the scene of the accident. 
Two of til 
I crew of four men on tin* engine had 
j been drowned. 
The others wt re bad 
: ly hurt. 
The girl made her way up a bluff 
and started for Mongolia, four miles 
away. 
She knew a passenger train 
was due. 
The wind < xtinguished her 
lantern liefore she reached tin* trestle, 
; half a mile long, over which In the 
darkness she was compelled to creep 
Reaching tile station at Moingoaa 
i just as the passenger train arrival 
there, she gave the warning, then col 
i lapsed. 
When sir- recovered she led 
I a band of resellers back over the peril 
I Otis route she had Just traversed, saved 
! the two Injured trainmen and was ear 
1 ried home to her motlier.

PENSIONS FOR SERVICE. 


General T orrance Insists T h at R ew ards 
Should Be Based on T h at Alone. 
I 
General Ell Torrance of Minneapolis, 
! chairman of the legislative committee 
I of the G. A. it., told the pension com 
| uiittee of the senate that the Grand 
Army favored a pension bill based on 
laith age and service, carrying about 
I $30,'OOO,OOO annually. 
Representative 
j Isaac Sherwood of Ohio, author of tim 
I service pension bill bearing his name 
I that recently passed the house, said 
I that he was not wedded to any par- 
i tlcular bill, but he insisted that service 
j alone should be the test of reward. 
The plan advocated by General Tor­ 
rance for the Grand Army is covered 
by a proposition originally suggested 
I by Senator Met’urn lier, chairm an of 
, the senate committee on pensions.. It 
I proposes that pensions for veterans 
! sixty-two years of ago shall vary from 
$12 a month for ninety days’ service 
to $21 a month for three years’ serv­ 
ile; 
that 
sixty-six-year-old 
veterans 
I shall have $15 a month for ninety 
! days and $24 a month for three years’ 
| service; that seventy-year-old veterans 
j shall receive $18 for ninety days' serv- 
j lee and $27 for three years* service: 
I that veterans seventy-five years old 
j shall receive $21 a month for ninety 
days’ service and $30 for three years’ 
service. 
It is estimated that under 
this scheme there would be 387,957 
pensioners, receiving in the aggregate 
$30,984.420.

EMBASSY BUILDINGS ABROAD 


Mr. K n ox S a y s T h e y Cannot Be Built 
For $150,000, the Lim it Fixed. 
Secretary of State Knox reported to 
c o n g re ss that it would be impossible 
for the United States to purchase or 
build embassies and legations in tile 
principal capitals of the old world 
within the limit of $150,000 for each 
structure, which Is fixed by the bill 
p a sse d at the last sessio n of the Sixty- 
first congress. 
This measure author 
izes the expenditure of $500,000 a year, 
but declares that no building shall cost 
more than $150,000. 
Secretary TCliof recommends the pur­ 
chase or construction of buildings foi 
the embassies at Mexico City and To 
kyo to cost $150,000 each, the construe 
tlou of a legation building at Berne. 
Switzerland, at a cost of $140,000 and 
the expenditure of $00,000 for a build 
ing for the consul general at Ilankow. 
China. 
The United States already 
owns a piece of ground at Tokyo upon 
which it is proposed to construct the 
embassy headquarters. 
Secretary Knox says his conclusion 
that the United States will not be able 
to acquire suitable buildings within the 
$1 50,000 limit at foreign capitals is 
based oil a general inquiry made under 
his direction.
